11. Plaintiff 1 "MOTION FOR DEFAULT JODG&SNT" was received 
by the Court 01/03/2006 and entered 01/11/2006, entry #8. 

12. Defendant MOTIONED FOR LEA?E TO FILE DEFENDANT'S MOTIOH 
TO DISMISS and, MOTION TO SET ASIDE DEFAULT JUDGMENT ENTERED 
Via COURT CLERK by GEORGE BUSH. 1 * 

13. WITHOUT A HEARIHG , this court granted defendant's 
MOTION FOR LEAVE TO FILE and SET ASIDE DEFAULT, signed by Judge 
Reggie B, Walton on 1/25/06. Entry § 1_0. 

14* HOWEVER. The defendant failed to defend. 
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15* Plaintiff alleges that where a "party fails to defend" 

the court must grant to Plaintiff the RELIEF RBQOBSTBD .

8* 2. The Court Denied the Defendants 1 Motion for Default 
Judgment as MOOT. 

How that the court has ruled against the defendans' motion 
to strike , the plaintiff's answer to the counter claims 
prevents application of a default judgment* 1 * 

[5] Evan if the court were to strike the plaintiff 1 s answer, 
the court still would not be in a position to grant 
defendants default judgment in light of the absence of 
an entry of default. Indeed, a faltal flaw with the 
defendants 1 approach is their blindness to the two-step 
process calling for the entry of default, followed by the 
entry of default judgment. Fed.R.Civ.P. 55; Kite I v McCool , 
782 F.2d 1470, 1471 (9th Cir* 1986); Meehan v Snow, 652 
F. 2d 274, 276 (2d Cir* 1981)? see also 1 0A FedPrac & Proc. 
Civ. 3d § 2682 (Stating that rt [p]rior to obtaining a default 
judgment under either Rule 55(b)(1) or Rule 55(b)(2) there 
must be an entry of default as provided by Rule 55(a) H . 
The defendants failed to implement the first step by asking 

the CLERK OF THE COURT (emphasis added) to enter default against 
the plaintiffs. Thus, under this alternate theory, the 
defendants are in no position to apply for the entry of 
default judgment. * 

11. IV. CONCLUSIONS. 

For the foregoing reasons, the court denies the defendants 1 
motions to stria and for entry of default judgment, strikes 
the parties briefing on summary judgment, and sets a revised 
briefing schedule.* 1 

17* Plaintiff further alleges that this Court of District 
of Columbia has failed to comply with tneir own precedence and 
honor the FEDERAL RULES OF CIVIL PROCEDURE as cited herein and 
throughout that whereas defendant has FAILED TO REPLY to the 
bOMPLAIHT and whereas not only were the two 0HITED STATES 
DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE and ATTORNEY GEHBRAL serviced with 
CERTIFIED MAIL RST0RM RECEIPT and serviced with every document 
that plaintiff filed with this court, but Plaintiff is held 
to less stringent standards than an attorney filing formal 
briefs , 1 * and that fact was clearly made known to all parties.

ORDERED that the plaintiff's motion for default judgment 

is GRANTED; and it is FURTHER ORDERED that the defendant 

shall pay to the plaintiffs the following judgment. 

SO ORDERED.™ 

Plaintiff alleges that Flynn, supra applies to Hyland v. 
B-gsh, at bar and therefore the PRECEDENT established in this 
very District Court of the District of Columbia, supra , must 
be applied to Hyland, at bar as argued and facts and case law 
presented to this, court pro se.
